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CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

In  the  G-err.an  ho g  market .  prices  remained  steady  during  the  week  ended 
October  9  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Dawson  at  Berlin.     The  average  at  the  Berlin  market  of  $12. 69  per  100  pounds 
was  the  same  as  that  for  the  preceding  week  but  $2.37  higher  than  for  the 
corresponding  week  last  year.    Lard  at  Hamburg  strengthened  somewhat  but  was 
$1.39  per  100  pounds  less  than  a  year  ago.     Hog  receipts  at  lk  markets  at 
65,550  were  higher,    than  for  any.  week  since  that  ending  August  7  although  con- 
siderably below  receipts  for  the  corresponding  week  of  1928.     See  page  625. 

In  the  British  pork  market,  prices  for  American  short  cut  green  hams 
and  prime  steam  western  lard  at  Liverpool  for  the  week  ending  October  9  con- 
tinued to  show  the  generally  weaker  tendency  of  the  last  two  months,  according 
to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley.     American  green  bellies  remained  steady  at 
$18.  bS  per  100  pounds.    Danish  Wiltshire  sides  strengthened  and  were  87  cents 
per  100  pounds  above  the  x^receding  week.    Hog  receipts  at  British  markets  show 
a  seasonal  increase  and  were  about  3,000  above  the  preceding  week  and  only 
slightly  under  the  corresponding  week  of  1928. 

Butter  -prices  decline  in  European  markets.     The  first  general  decline  in 
price  singe  early  summer  was  reported  from  the  principal  European  butter  markets 
for  the  week  ended  October  10.     The  Co-penhagen  official  quotation  declined  from 
the  equivalent  of  4l  £  cents  per  pound  on  October  3  to  hQ.k  cents  on  October  10. 
The  margin  in  fav^r  of  Hew  York  over  Copenhagen  was  thus  widened  from  k  cents  on 
October  3,  the  low  point  for  the  season,  to  5  cents.     The  London  market  was  re- 
ported as  quiet,  and  buying  continues  from  hand  to  mouth  in  anticipation  of  new 
season  arrivals  from  New  Zealand  and  Australia.    Danish  and  Dutch  showed  declines 
of  a  cent  to  a  cent  and  a  half  while  Colonial  butters  were  still  well  maintained 
with  prices  of  salted  a  shade  lower  and  unsalted  slightly  higher.     See  page  625 
for  detailed  comparative  statement  of  prices  as  cabled  by  American  Agricultural 
Commissioners. 

Lower  prices  in  the  Bradford  wool  market.    Prices  of  wool  tops  and  yarns 
are  lower  in  the  Bradford  market  but  confidence  has  not  yet  been  established  and 
there  is  little  forward  buying,  according  to  a  cable  from  Consul  Thomson  at 
Bradford  dated  October  11.    Manufacturers  of  piece  goods  are  fairly  busy  but 
there  is  less  employment  and  the  wages  reduction  issue  is  still  unsettled.  How- 
ever, optimism  prevails  in  the  heavy  woolen  district  and  the  carpet  trade. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

Hie  at  prod-action  in  1929 

The  1929  wheat  production  in  the  30  countries  from  which  reports  have 
heen  received  totals  2,869,626,000  hushels  against  3,245,831,000  bushels  in  the 
same  countries  in  1S2.8  when  they  represented  over  80  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
world  production  exclusive  of  the  Russian  and  Chinese  crops.     The  production 
of  wheat  of  all  classes  in  the  United  States  is  estimated  as  of  October  1  at 
791,768,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  about  6,000,000  bushels  over  the  forecast 
as  of  September  1.     The  production  of  durum  wheat  is  estimated  at  51,678,000 
bushels,  a  slight  decrease  from  the  September  forecast.     The  production  of 
spring  wheat  other  than  durum  is  estimated  at  171,857,000  bushels.    Durum  wheat 
yields  were  more  adversely  affected  by  drought  than  were  other  spring  wheat 
yields  in  the  durum  producing  area. 

The  1929  production  in  20  European  countries  now  stands  at  1,542,009,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  1.5  per  cent  from  the  1928  production.     The  estimate  of 
the  Italian  wheat  crop  has  been  increased  to  259,628,000  bushels  which  is  14 
per  cent  above  the  1928  crop  of  228,596,000  bushels  and  6  per  cent  above  the 
1925  crop  which  up  to  this  time  had  been  the  largest  crop  recorded.     The  esti- 
mate of  the  Bulgarian  crop  has  been  reduced  more  than  4,000,000  bushels  to 
33,142,000  bushels  and  is  the  smallest  crop  since  1924.     See  tables,  page  ^19,. 
and  620. 

Foreign  growing  conditions 

Europe 

C6oler  weather  with  considerable  rain  was  general  over  most  of  Europe 
except  in  the  Balkan  countries  during  the  week  ended  October  10,  according 
to  a  cable  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  &.  Dawson  at  Berlin. 
Some  rain  also  fell  in  central  and  northern  Russia. 

Argentina 

The  rainfall  in  Argentina  was  much  lighter  during  the  week  ended 
October  7,  than  during  the  preceding  week,  according  to  reports  received  by 
the  United  States  leather  Bureau.     The  weekly  totals  in  both  the  northern  and 
southern  wheat  areas  were  0.2  inches.     In  the  northern  wheat  districts  the 
temperature  averaged  61°  and  in  the  southern  districts  57°,  being  exactly 
norma,!  in  each  case. 


Australia 


Very  light  to  moderate  rainfall  was  reported  in  West  Australia,  southern 
New  South  Wales  and  northern  Victoria.  Beneficial  falls  were  reported  in  South 
Australia  and  in  the  southwestern  half  cf  Victoria  during  the  week  ended  Octobe: 
7. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

Tlie  exports  of  wheat  including  flour  from  the  United  States  "from  July  1 
to  October  5,  1S29  were  47,654,000  bushels  against  51,087,000  bushels  during 
the  seme  period  last  year.     The  exports  during  the  week  ended  October  5  were 
1,661,000  bushels  against  2,646,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  September  23 
and  6,406,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  October  6,  1928. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Division  of  Canada  on  October  4, 
1929  stood  at  125,690,000  bushels  against  111,712,000  bushels  on  September  27 
and  85,422,000  bushels  on  October  5,  1923.     Receipts  at  Fort  William  ~  Fort 
Arthur  during  the  week  ended  October  4  were  6,211,000  bushels  and  shipments 
were  5,543,000  bushels.     Receipts  at  Vancouver  and  Prince  Rupert  were  1,239',  JOO 
bushels  and  shipment  771,000  bushels. 

Russia 

Procurements  of  all  grains  in  Ukraine  during  September  amounted  to 
1,574,000  short  tins,  exceeding  by  37  per  cent  the  monthly  "plan,"  according 
to  a  cable  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  I.  Dawson  at  Berlin.  The 
procurements  of  wheat  and  rye,  the  two  most  important  bread  grains,  amounted 
to  633,000  shor^tons,  or  about  100  per  cent  of  the  "plan".     In  U0rth 
Caucasus,  the °o  the  r /region  where  the  procuring  campaign  usually 
develops  early,  only  about  550,000  short  tons  or  64  per  cent  of  the  "plan" 
was  procured  in  September.     In  Siberia,  where  crops  were  below  average  as  in 
most  eastern  regions 'this  year  only  72,000  short  tons  of  grain  or  52  per  cent 
of  the  "plan"  was  procured.     The  "plan",  however,  was  fully  executed  in  the 
Ural  region.     There  is  some  anxiety  that  the  contimied  storing  difficulties 
may  result  in  deterioration  in  quality  of  the  grain.

The  cash  wheat  market  developed  a  stronger . tone  during  the  week  ended 
October  4  and  prices  of  all  classes  except  soft'  red.  winter  advanced  slightly. 
Due  largely  to  strength  in  the  spring  wheat  markets,  the  weighted  average  cash 
price  of  all  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  advanced  one  cent  to  12b  cents, 
per  bushel  as  compared  with  107  cents  last  year.     At  the  same  time  No.  1  dark 
northern  spring  and  No.  2  amber  .durum  at  Minneapolis  advanced  two  and  six  cents 
respectively  to  135  and  127  cents  respectively.     No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas 
City  advanced  only  one  cent  to  12:4  cents  and  No.  2  red  winter  at  St.  Louis 
declined  two  cents  to  133  cents  per  bushel.    Western  white  as  indicated  by  the 
average  of  cash  quotations  at  Seattle  advanced  approximately  one  cent  to  121 
cents  per  bushel  as.  against  113  cents  last  year.     Cash  prices  have  remained  firm 
since  October  4.     The  spread  betweencash  closing  prices  at  Winnipeg  and  Minneapo- 
lis narrowed  four  cents  during  the  week  to  nine  cents  in  favor  of  Winnipeg  as 
compared  with  a  spread  of  one  cent  a  year  ago. 

New  export  rate  on  grain  to  Gulf  ports  from  Omaha 
and  other  points  effective  October  10 

Following  the  7-cent  reduction  in  the  export  rate  on  wheat  and  corn  from 
Kansas  City  to  the  Gulf  seaboard,  which  became  effective  on  October  1,  corres- 
ponding reductions  went  into  effect  on  October  10  from  Omaha  and  other  markets 
and  country  shipping  points,  according  to  the  new  tariffs  that  have  been  filed 
by  the  railroads  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

The  new  export  rates  from  some  of  the  principal  markets  and  country 
shipping  points  to  Galveston  and  New  Orleans,  which  went  into  effect  on  October 
10,  are  as  follows,  in  cents  per  hundred  pounds:     The  so-called  proportional, 
or  re-shipping  rate,  from  Omaha,  Nebraska  City,  and  Council  Bluffs  is  2*4-^  cents; 
from  Atchison  and  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  and  from  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  23^  cents; 
the  local  export  rate  from  Wichita,  Kansas,  is  37  cents  and  from  McPherson,  Kansas 
38  cents.    A  corresponding  reduction  of  7  cents  per  hundred  pounds  from  Des  Moines 
Iowa,  and  certain  other  points,  became  effective  on  October  12,  making  the  new 
proportional  or  re-shipping  rate  on  wheat  24§;  cents  and  on  corn  23  cents.  The 
new  proportional  export  rate  from  St.  Louis  to  New  Orleans,  which  goes  into  effect 
on  October  15  is  11  cents,  with  a  minimum  combination  rate  of  1S^  cents.  These 
reductions  will  also  apply  to  other  points  not  here  mentioned;  in  fact,  the 
7-cent  reduction  will  apply  generally  throughout  the  southwestern  territory  when 
all  of  the  new  tariffs  are  in  effect,  and  in  addition  to  wheat  and  corn,  the  new 
ratfcs  also  apply  to  flour,  cornmeal,  and  other  products  of  wheat  and  corn.

The  October  1  estimate  of  the  1929  barley  cmp  in  the  United  States  is 
313,3^8,000  bushels,   or  12  per  cent  below  the  record  crop  of  1928,  and  50  per 
cent  above  the  average  harvest  from  1923  to  1927.     The  yield  per  acre  is  placed 
at  23.1  bushels  compared  with  28.5  bushels  last  year  and  is  8  per  cent  below 
the  average  of  the  previous  10  .years. 

The  total  1929.  production  as  estimated  in  2b  countries  now  amounts  to 
1,256,610,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  4.6  per  cent  from  the  amount  produced  by 
the  same  countries  last  year.     The  total  for  the  18  European  countries  reported, 
however,  is  4.6  per  cent  above  that  of  1928.     There  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
first  estimate  of  the  Bulgarian  crop  to  10,747,000  bushels.     This  is  still, how- 
ever, the  smallest,  pi  oluct ion  there  since  1924.     See  barley  production  and

The  first  official  'estimate  of  the  1929  barley  crop  in  France,  received 
too  late  to  be  included  in  the  above  mentioned  table,  is  59,023,000  bushels, 
and  the  largest  crop  on  record  since  1883. 

The  qUplity  of  the  barley  crop  in  Canada  is  estimated  at  93  per  cent 
of  the  average  for  the  past'. ten  years.     It  was  reported  that  97  per  cent  of  the 
barley  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  had  been  threshed  by  the  end  of  September. 
The  condition  of  the  barley  crop  in  Great  Britain  is  110  per  cent  of  the 
average  of  the  past  ten  years  compared  with  a  percentage  of  109  last  year,  accord- 
ing to  the  final  estimate  of  the  "London  Times".     In  Scotland,   the  crop  is  re- 
ported as  promsing  in  practically  every  district.     in  several  districts  the 
estimates  of  yield  are  10  per  cent  or  more  above  average. 
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Shipments  of  "barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  since  July  1  amount  to  3^,251,000  "bushels,  a  decrease  of  9 
per  cent  from  the  shipments  during  the  same  periods  of  1923.     united  States 
barley  exports  during  the  week  ended  October  5  were  the  smallest  weekly  export 
since  the  middle  of  June.     See  parley  trade  table,  page  624. 

United  States  "barley  prices  increased  slightly  during  that  week.     No.  2 
"barley  at  Minneapolis  advanced  one  cent  to  6l  'cents  per  "bushel,  while  for  the 
corresponding  week -last  year  it  declined  one  cent  to  64  cents  per  "bushel.  See 
table  showing  barley  prices,  page  623.     In  Denmark  it  was  reported  at  the  end 
of  September  that  the  quotations  for  feed  barley  had  been  reduced  considerably 
as  cheaper  offerings  from  Poland  continued  to  come  in. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  October  4  amounted  to  16,712,000  bushels  compared  with  only  9,259,000 
bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year  and  3,624,000  bushels  in  1927.    Receipts  of 
barley  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur  and  "Vancouver  from  August  1  -  October  4 
amounted  to  7,232,000  bushels,  which  was  considerably  more  than  the  shipments 
for  the  same  period. 

Oats 

The  October  1  estimate  of  the  1929  oats  crop  in  the  United  States  is 
1,226,573,000  bushels,  which  is  a  decrease  of  222,000,000  bushels  from  the.  1929 
production  and  118,000,000  bushels  less  than  the  1923  -  1927  average.     The  yield 
per  acre  is  30.5  bushels,  or  half  a  bushel  less  than  the  10-year  average  yield. 

The  1929  oats  production  as  estimated  in  22  countries  now  totals 
2,754,176,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  11.4  per  cent  from  the  amount  produced 
by  the  same  countries  last  year.     The  total  for  the  17  European  countries  re- 
ported, however,  is  2.9  per  cent  above  that  of  192S.     The  first  estimate  of 
the  oats  crop  in  Bulgaria  has  been  increased  to  10,33^,000  bushels,  which  is 
the  largest  production  within  present  boundaries.     For  oats  production  and 
acreage  tables,  see  pages  621  and  622. 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  oats  crop  in  Prance,  received  too  late 
to  be  included  in  the  above  mentioned  table,  is  395,752,000  bushels,  the  largest 
production  on  record  there  with  the  exception  of  the  1909  crop. 

The  quality  of  the  oats  crop  in  Canada  is  94  per  cent  of  the  average  of 
the  past  ten  years.  It  was  reported  that  about  93  Per  cent  of  the  oats  in  the 
Prairie  Provinces  had  been  threshed  by  the  end  of  September. 
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The  condition  of  the  oats  crop  in  Great  Britain' is  107  per  cent  of  the 
average  of  the  past  ten  years  compared  with  a  percentage  of  108  last  year, 
according  to  the  final  estimate  of  the  "London  Times".     In  Scotland,   the  crop 
is  very  satisfactory  on  the  whole,  according  to  Consul  Harold  D.  Einley.  In 
some  areas  a  yield  of  as  much  as  15  per  cent  above  normal  is  anticipated. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  8,77^,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  56  Per  cent  from  the  exports  during  the  same  periods 
of  last  year.     United  States  oats  exports  during  the  week  ended  October  5  were 
the  largest  shipment  since  the  last  week  in  September  a  year  ago.     See  oats 
export  table,  page  624.     United  States  oats  prices  increased  slightly  during 
the  week  ended  October  4.     No.  3  white  oats  at  Chicago  advanced  one  cent  to 
50  cents  per  bushel,  which  was  8  cents  above  the  price  for  the  corresponding 
week  last  year.     See  table  showing  oats  prices,  page  623. 

Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  October  4  stood  at  11,664,000  bushels,  compared  with  only  3,^2.3.000 
bushels  on  the  same  date  in  1928,  and  1,676,000  bushels  in  1927.     Receipts  of 
oats  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur,  and  Vancouver  from  August  1  -  October  4 
totaled  1,231,000  bushels,  while  shipments  during  the  same  period  amounted  to 
2,678,000  bushels. 

Corn 

The  October  1  estimate  of  the  1929  corn  crop  in  the  United  States  is 
2,523,077,000  bushels,  which  is  72,000,000  bushels  or  2.9  per  cent  above  the 
September  1  forecast,  due  to  favorable  weather  during  September.     It  is  10.8 
per  cent  below  the  1928  crop  of  2,836,000,000  bushels  and  8.0  per  cent  below 
the  1923  -  1927  average  production  of  2,7^7,000,000  bushels.     The  indicated 
yield  per  acre  is  25.7  bushels  compared  with  28.2  bushels  in  1928  and  a  10-year 
average  of  27.3  bushels.     Its  condition  is  71  per  cent  of  normal. 

The  total  1929  corn  production  as  reported  in  10  countries  now  amounts 
to  3,064,267,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  1.1  per  cent  from  that  harvested  by  the 
same  countries  last  year.     'The  6  European  countries  reported,  however,  are  show- 
ing a  production  more  than  twice  as  large  as  that  of  last  year.     The  first  es- 
timate of  the  Bulgarian  crop  has  been  increased  to  3b, Obi, 000  bushels,  which  is 
the  largest  production  within  present  boundaries.     Por  corn  production  and  acre- 
age tables,  see  pages  621  and  622. 

Net  exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  Argentina,  the  Danubian 
countries  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  for  the  crop  year  beginning  November  1, 
1928,  total  252,427,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  ll.k  per  cent  from  the  amount 
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exported  during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.    United  States 
exports  during  the  week  ended  October  5  fell  below  the  exports  for  each  of 
the  preceding  two  weeks,  vfcile  Argentine  shipments , were  larger  than  those  i 
the  preceding  two  weeks.     See  corn  trade  table,  page 

During  the  week  ended  October  4  there  was  little  change  in  United 
States  corn  prices.    The  cash  price. -of.  No.  3 '.yellow,  corn  at  Chicago  and 
December  futures  remained  at  98  and  97  cents,  respectively,  compared  with 
prices  of  95  and  80  cents,  respectively,  last  year.     During  the  same  week 
the  Argentine  corn  quotations  at  Buenos  Aires  averaged  86  'and'  90  cents  for 
October,  and  for  February  delivery  compared  with  an  .average '  of  92  cents  for 
both  October  and  December  delivery  last  year.     See  table  showing  corn 
prices ,  page  .'' 

In  Denmark  it  was  reported  at  the  end  of  September  that  the  corn 
market  continued  weak,  both  for  immediate  and  spring  delivery,  due  to  the 
cheap  offerings  from  the  Danubian  countries. 


COTTON 

India 

The  area  planted  to  cotton  in  India  up  to  August  1  was  estimated  to 
be  15,885,000  acres,  as  compared  with  15,196,000  acres  planted  to  the  same 
date  last  year,  according  to  information  received  from  the  Department  of 
Statistics  at  Calcutta.  ,  In  Punjab  the  area  planted  is  now  .estimated  at 
2,381^000  acres  compared  with  2,246,000  acres  estimated  at  the  same  date 
last  year.    The  condition  of  the  crop  is  reported  to  be  88  per  cent  of 
normal.    The  first  estimate  on  production  is  expected  on  December  15. 

Egypt 

It  is  estimated  that  1,912, 000  acres  were  planted  to  cotton  in  Egypt 
this  season,  an  increase-  of  107,000  acres  over  the  final  .estimate  of 
1,805,000  acres  for  last  season,  according  to  a  cable  received  from  the  Inter- 
national Institute  cf  Agriculture  at  Rome.    The  same  source  reports  an 
estimated  production  of  1,626,000  bales  of  473  pounds  net  for  this  season  as 
compared  with  1,623,000  bales  last  year.    Production  of  Sakellarid&s  is 
estimated  to  be  519,000  bales  as  compared  with  526,000  bales  last  year  and 
production  of  other  varieties  is  estimated  to  be  1,107,000  bales  compared 
with  1,102,000  bales  for  last  season. 
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Rus  sia 

In  Russia  it  is  estimated  that  2,559,000  acres  were  planted  to  cotton 
this  year  as  compared  with  2,289,000  acres  last  year.     It  is  estimated  that 
1,325,000  "bales  will  "be  produced,  as  compared  with  last  year's  crop  of 
1,203,000  "bales.     The  cotton  procurement       parations  are  developing  slowly 
in  Uz  bekistan  (Central  Asia)  ,  according  to  the  Russian  paper  "Economic  Life 
of  September  24. 


TOBACCO 

TOBACCO  PRODUCT  I  Oil  III  CZECHOSLOVAKIA  LIT  1929:    A  record  tobacco  crcp 
of  17,857,000  pounds  was  produced  in  Czechoslovakia  this  season,  according  to 
a  cable  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.     This  season's 
crop  was  2,850,000  pounds  or  19  per  cent  above  last  year.    The  .-area  devoted 
to  tobacco  increased  sinoe  last  year  by  6  per  cent,  or  from  24,700  acres  to 
15,600  acres.    The  native  tobacco  is  utilized  principally  for  the  manufacture 
of  cheaper  grades  of  cigarettes  and  cigars  and  for  blending  with  the  imported 
tobacco  which  constitutes  the  chief  source  of  supply  and  which  is  imported 
principally  from  Turkey  and  the  Balkan  countries.    The  tobacco  industry  of 
Czechoslovakia  is  controlled  by  a  state  monopoly. 

MARKET  EOR  ELITE-CURED  TOBACCO  IE  CHIEA:    Projects  for  takings  of 
American  flue-cured  tobacco  by  China  have  been  improved  by  the  recent  high 
level  of  activity  in  Chinas  e  cigarette  factories  and  the  rapid  absorption  of 
surplus  stocks,  according  to  a  radiogram  from  Agr : cultural  Commissioner 
Paul  0.  ITyhus  at  Shanghai.     Imports  into  China  of  American  leaf  for  the  next 
few  months  probably  will  not  equal  the  heavy  imports  for  the  same  nerictf.  in 
1928  made  in  anticipation  of  a  change  in  the  Chinese  tariff.     It  is  felt, 
however,  that  stocks  at  present  axe  not  burdensome  .and  with  a  continuation 
of  the  -present  good,  -^roc-pocts  for  the  cigarette  "busings,  the  imports  of 
American  flue-cured  tobacco  during  the  1929-30  sea, ion  nay  equal,  and  possibly 
exceed  the  aggregate  imports  of  the  past  season.     See  Eoreign  Service  release

DAIRY  PRODUCTS 


HEW  ZEALAED  DAIRY  SEASCE  OPSES  WITH  RECORD  BUTTER  PRODUCTION:    A  new 
record  for  butter  production  during  August  marked  the  beginning  of  the  19T9-30 
dairy  year  in  Lew  Zealand.     Chinese  production  on  the  other  hand,  was 
considerably  less  than  in  the  previous  August.     The  total  butterfat  produc- 
tion is  officially  estimated  to  have  been  about  1  per  cent  less  than  during 
the  previous  high  record,  of  August ,  1S28. 
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OCTOBER  1  PR0SPH3TS  FOR  APPLES  MB  PEARS  IN  CONTINENTAL  EUROPE :  The 
total  Continental  apple  crop  will  "be  considerably  larger  than  last  year  in 
spite  of  a  reduction  in  prospects  during  September,  while  pear  prospects  con- 
tinue less  favorable  than  for  apples  according  to  a  report  from  Acting 
Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L»  Dawson  at  Berlin.     Opinion  on  the  outturn  of 
these  crops  as  a  whole  has  not  changed  greatly  as  compared  with  that  of  a 
month  ago.     Dry  weather  continued  the  entire  month  of  September  and  resulted 
in  heavy  dropping  of  partly  developed  fruit  in  many  places.     Reduced  'irospects 
are  reported  for  Italy,  Czechoslovakia  and  parts  of  northern  Germany  but 
favorable  development  in  Switzerland  may  partly  offset  the  reduction  in  these 
countries.    The  size  of  the  individual  fruits  is  reported  to  be  comparatively 
small  in  those  sections  where  soil  moisture  was  insufficient.    The  cool 
nights  and  sunny,  warm  days  of  late  September  were  favorable  for  coloring 
so  that  a  better  than  average  color  is  expected.     See  Foreign  Service  release 
F-86,  October  12,  1929. 

THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET :    Prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the 
Liverpool  auction  on  Wednesday,  October  9,  indicate  a  strengthening  market , 
according  to  a  cable  from  P.  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  Europe.    The  auction  supplies  of  barreled  apples 
were  liberal  but  boxed  varieties  were  only  in  light  supply.    The  demand  was 
active  for  high  grade  fruit.     Considerable  quantities  of  low  grade  fruit  were 
offered,  however.     This  fruit  is  coming  into  direct  competition  with  home 
grown  supplies  which  are  soiling  at  a  wide  price  range,  depending  on  color 
and  quality. 

Prices  paid  in  London  and  Southampton  were  lower  than  in  Liverpool, 
due  largely  to  the  large  supplies  of  home  grown  and  Canadian  apples.  Ho 
quotations  are  available  as  yet  for  Continental  markets  but  the  British 
Empire  Marketing  Board  has  suggested  that  the  headway  made  by  American 
fruit  in  Cont inental  "markets  last  season  is  being  maintained  this  year  in 
spite  of  good  European  "apple  crops.     See  Foreign  Service  release,  A-260,  Oct: 
October  11,  1929. 

THE  BRITISH  CITRUS  FRUIT  MARKET:    The  Liverpool  citrus  fruit  market  is 
showing  considerable  strength  at  the  present  time,  according  to  a  cable  from 
Mr.  Fred  A.  Motz  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  Fruit  Specialist 
in  Europe,     Shipments  of  Brazilian  oranges  are  expected  to  decline  fron  now 
on.     Supplies  of  South  African  oranges  are  heavy  but  these  also  are  expected 
to  decline  during  the  coming  week  and  grapefruit  supplies  in  general  are 
light . 
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SMALLER  .BRITISH  PORK  IMPORTS :     Total  British  bacon  imports  for 
September  at  73 ,492,000  pounds  were  about  9,000,000  pounds  below  the  preced- 
ing month  but  about  2,000., 000.  pounds  ,  above  September  a  year  ago,  according 
to  preliminary  figures  cabled  by  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley -at  London. 
Receipts  from  Denmark  reached  48,272,000  pounds  and  were  higher  than  for 
any  other  month  this  year  , :  except  January  when  they  reached  48,717,000  pounds. 
They  exceeded  August  receipts  by  151,000  pounds  and  September  last  year  by 
about  6,000,000  pounds. 

Imports  from  the  United  States  declined  approximately  50  per  cent  to 
3,248,000  pounds  and  were  aldo  28  per  cent  below  September  a  year  ago. 
American  bacon  imports  into  the  British  market  have'  declined  steadily  each 
month  since  May  and  are  now  lower  than  for  any  month  this  year.  Imports 
from  Canada  were  slightly  below  August  and  also  below  September  last  year. 
Total  imports  of  hams  were  approximately  3,000*000  pounds,  about  4,000,000 
pounds  lower  than  August ,  although  higher  than  last  year.     Lard  imports  at  17, 
000,000  pounds  were  &l&t>  4,000,000  pounds  below  August  receipts  and  about 
the  same'  amount  above  a  year  ago. 

GERMAN  HOG-  NUMBERS  INCREASE  SINCE  JUNE:    Hog  numbers  in  Germany  on 
September  2,  1929,  reached  approximately  20, 000, 000, or  practically  the  same 
number  reported  on  December  1,  1938,  according  to  a  cable  from  Acting 
Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  -L.  ■  Dawson  at  Berlin.    The  number  in  September 
was  an  increase  of  approximately  3,000,000  over  the  June  estimate.  Pigs 
under  8  weeks  now  estimated  at  5,000,000  are  higher  than  they  were  at  any  of 
the  last  three  estimates..    Pigs  of  8  weeks  to  6  months  are  about  300,000  above 
the  June  estimate  but  below  that  for  December  or  for  June  1928.    There  has 
been  a,  decrease  of  18,000  in  brood  sows  under  1  year  and  an  increase  of  65,000 
in  those  of  1  year  and  over.    Hog  slaughter  at  the  3^  most  important  slaughter 
points  for  the  three  months  June-August  this  year- aggregated  993, OoO  against 
1,151,000  for  the  same  period  last  year.    For  the  first  3  months  of  this  year 
slaughter  was  15  per  cent  under  last  year.    See  page  625. 

THREE  PER  CENT  DECREASE  IN  AUSTRALIAN  TOOL  CLIP:    The  1929  clip  in 
Australia  is  estimated  at  925,000,000  pounds,  a  decrease  of  3  per  cent 
compared  with  the  record  clip"  for  1928,  according  to  a  cable  from  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.    The  quality  of  the  current 
clip  sheared  mostly  during  the  last  half  of  this  year  and  exported  during 
the  season  July  1,  1929  to  June  30,  1930  is  reported  as  slightly  inferior 
to  last  year's  clip.    Production  in  Australia  for  the  last  4  years  including 
1929  has  averaged  922, 000, 000  pounds  vh  ile  the  average  for  the  4  preceding 
years  1922-1925  reached  only  750,000,000  pounds. 
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AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES,  1928-1929 

During  the  year  ended  June  30,  19.29,  the  value  of  agricultural  products, 
excluding  forest  products  exported  from  the  United  States,  amounted  to' 
$1,347,567,000,  a  gain  of  nearly  2  per  cent  as  compared  with  the  preceding  12 
months.    Agricultural  exports  made  up  only  3  5  per  cent  of  our  total  exports  which, 
with  the  exception  of  1916-17,  was  the  lowest  percentage  on  record.  Foreign 
countries  bought  more  of  our  cotton,  tobacco,  pork  products,  feed  grains,  and 
fruits,  but  exports  of  wheat  and  wheat  flour  declined. 

Cotton 

Exports  of  cotton  during  1928-29  amounted  to  8,520,000  bales,  an  increase 
of  7  per  cent  in  quantity  over  the  same  period  a  year  earlier  and  a  gain  of  25 
per  cent  over  the  1922*25  average.    The  United  Kingdom  and  Italy  took  substan- 
tially larger  quantities  of  American  cotton  but  exports  to  Germany,  France  and 
Russia  declined  so  that  our  exports  tc  Europe  as  a  whole  was  only  a  little  above 
those  of  last  year.     The  1928-29  season  opened  with  foreign  cotton  textile  in- 
dustries fairly  active  but  with  indications  of  a  slowing  down  in  some  countries. 
As  the  season  progressed,  business  conditions  declined,  unemployment  increased 
and  interest  rates  rose,  particularly  in  Central  Europe,  all  of  which  contributed 
to  a  weaker  demand  for  American  cotton. 

The  upward  trend  in  exports  of  cotton  has  been  due  largely  to  increased 
takings  by  non-European  countries,  especially  -Japan  where  the  development  of 
the  textile  industry  has  been  rapid.     Since  1925,  annual  exports  to  Japan  have 
exceeded  1,000,000  bales  and  during  the  year  just  closed,  amounted  to 
1,352,000  bales,  the  second  highest  on  record.     The  growth  of  cotton  manufacture 
in  China  and  Canada  has  also  strengthened  the  demand  from  these  sources. 

Grains  r 

Adecrease  in  exports  of  wheat  and  a  decided  gain  in  the  exports  of  barley 
were  features  of  the  grain  group.     Our  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  showed  a  de- 
cline of  about  25  per  cent,  as  compared  with  1927-28,  net  exports  amounting  to 
142,301,000  bushels,  which  with  two  exceptions  was  lower  than  any  year  since 
1914.     The  explanation  of  the  decline  lies  largely  in  the  increased  competition 
from  the  large  wheat  crops  in  Canada  and  the  Southern  Hemisphere  and  in  the  in- 
creased European  wheat  production  which  materially  reduced  import  requirements. 
Oriental  countries  took  more  American  wheat  than  during  1927-28,  most  of  the  in- 
crease going  to  China.    Ma:  \oo  and  Panama  also  took  more  wheat  this  year  than 
last.     Exports  of  corn,  barley  and  oats  in  1928-29  were  materially  above  the 
preceding  year,  largely  because  of  improved  European  demand  resulting  from  poor 
feed  grain  crops  in  Europe.     The  quantity  of  barley  sold  abroad  exceeded  all 
previous  records  amounting  to  56,995,000  bushels  or  nearly  a  third* &c  large  as 
the  exports  of  wheat  including  flour. 
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Meats 

Reduced  hog  numbers  and  pork  production  in  Europe  last  year  contributed 
to  larger  exporte  of  pork      v  .  products  and  lard  from  the  United  States. 
Exports  of  cured  pork  increased  3  per  cent  and  of  lard  9  per  cent.    The  in- 
creased exports  of  pork  were  made  at  higher  prices  but  in  the  case  of  lard 
prices  were  lower  than  in  1927-28.    Further  declines  in -the  exports  of  beef- 
brought  them  to  the  lowest  point  since  1871  and  were  more  than  offset  by 
imports  of  fresh  and  canned  beef.    Net  imports  of  beef  and  beef  products 
amounted  to  58,128,000  pounds.    Canada,  New  Zealand  and  Argentina  supplied 
most  of  the  imports. 

Tobacco 

Exports  of  flue-cured  tobacco,  which  now  constitute  almost  three-fourth, 
of  our  total  leaf  tobacco  exports,  showed  an  increase  of  26  per  cent  over 
1927-28.    The  increased  exports  of  this  type  were  due  almost  entirely  to  the 
very  lar&e  shipments  to  China  during  the  last  six  months  of  1928.  These 
large  shipments  made  in  anticipation  of  higher  import  duties  in  China  were 
followed  by- much  smaller  exports  during  the  first  half  of  1929.    Exports  of 
the  air  cured  and  fire  cured  types  continued  the  decline  in  evidence  during 
recent  years.    Exports  of  dark-fired  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  amounted  to 
78,838,000  pounds  as  compared  with  87,172,000  pounds  a  year  earlier  or  a 
decrsase  of  nearly  10  per  cent, 

Eruits 


Eruit  exports  of  all  kinds  increased  substantially  reaching  a  total 
value  of  $149,350,000  in  the  year  1928-29,  a  new  high  record.    This  was  an 
increase  of  82  per  cent  as  compared  with  the  1922-26  average;  slightly 
exceeded  the  total  value  of  unmanufactured  toba%fi$/  amounted  to  79  per  cent 
of  the  exports  of  meats  and  meat  products,  45  per  cent  of  the  grain  group 
and  17  per  cent  of  the  value  of  cotton.    All  kinds  of  fruit  shared  in  the 
advance,  with  fresh  fruit  registering  the  heaviest  gain.    Exports  of  boxed 
apples  were  the  largest  on  record  and  exports  of  barreled  apples  were  close 
to  the  record  figure  attained  in  1926-27  when  the  erop  ii\  eastern  barreled 
apples  was.  much  larger  than  last  year.    Poor  apple  crops  in  Europe  greatly 
increased  takings  of  American  apples  by  Continental  markets.    Exports  of 
oranges  and  grapefruit  continued  to  inqrease.     Shipments  of  California 
oranges  to  Great  Britain  during  the  past  spring  and  summer  were  unusually 
heavy.    The  record  production  of  prunes  and  raisins  last  year  contribu- 
ted to  a  further  expansion  in  the  exports  of  these  products.    Some  of  the 
increase  in  prune  exports  may  also  be  attributed  to  reduced. competition  in 
European  markets  from  Yugoslavian  primes.
